Summary of Welos from the 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present mail brings only two days later news, namely, to 
April 12, but we have now correspondence and papers by the 
Pacific mail of April22. The outward mail of Feb. 25 was received 
April 17. Telegrams via Kiachta to March 22 were received April 
20. The following summary of news is chiefly from the Japan 
Herald :— 

The Flying Squadron, consisting of the Liverpool, P habe, Barossa 
Endymion, Liffy, and Scylla, under Admiral Hornby, have come 
and gone. The passage hither from Australia is described as un- 
eventful, not to say monotonous. Light winds prevailed, and 
caused the voyage to occupy fifty-six days. The fleet remained 
with us about ten days, and took their departure for Vancouver's 
~— April 19, leaving the Barossa on this station in lieu of the 
Pear 

There is hope of redemption—not just yet, though—for kinsats, 
fresh floods of which paper money seem to appear constantly, de- 
spite the asseverations of the Government, and promises of con- 
tracted issues. This hope lies at the bottom, let us fervently pray 
of our Pandora’s box of evils, and is based upon the engagement 
of Mr..C. F. Farington, late private secretary of the US. Mi- 
nister, to direct the. toy some reopened silver mines on the 
estate of a neighbouring Prince. That there is plenty both of 
gold and silver is beyond question ; and if the Government will 
only permit the enterprise of foreigners to do that which it ap- 
pears incompetent to do of itself—develop the mineral wealth of 
the country—it may easily effect the desired rescue from external 
indebtedness, and accomplish the internal reforms so visibly 
needed. Japanese Budget for last year, deficit £2,500,000, or half the 
Imperial revenue! One central authority having now been sub- 
stituted for the dual form lately subsisting, and the new Govern- 
ment having in its struggles for existence had recourse to mone- 
tary expedients of a questionable character, which have deranged 
the commerce of the country, has subjected itself to much odium, 
and given great dissatisfaction both to foreigners and to its own 
subjects. ith the object, it would seem, of deprecating censure, 
it has at length laid bare its necessities in the Court Mecords, and 
has given to the world, after the fashion of civilised States, a 
statement of its annual income aud expenditure worthy of parti- 
cular attention. 

The paper, commencing with some trite observations on the 
power of money, proceeds to attack the financial administration 
of the Tokugawa Government, which it charges with ignorance, 
and systematic depreciation of the currency to meet its ever in- 
creasing necessities. The Japanese Chancellor of the Exchequer 
a he may be) tells us that the yearly internal revenue of 

apan is nearly eight million kokus of rice. Now, if we assume 
that the koku is worth £2 sterling, this would give an income 
equivalent to sixteen million pounds, and, taking the population 
at under twenty millions, which is probably a fair estimate, this 
would give a liability on the part of each unit of the population 
to contribute annually for the purposes of Government something 
under £1 sterling, which is about the same in individual amount 
as the people of Russia and Portugal have to pay. But the 





announcement follows that, owing to the poverty of the country, 
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only about one-fourth of the annual taxation is actually collected, 
which thus brings it nearly equivalent to the contribution per 
unit of the people to that of Turkey or of Switzerland. By the 
statement it would appear that the startling amount of 75 per 
cent. of the Imperial internal taxes are impossible of collection. 
Available, however, for the business of administration, it does not 
seem that the Government possesses more than actually—say a 
little beyond—four million pounds per annum, about one-sixteenth 
that of the revenue of England. The contribution of the indi- 
vidual tax-payer of the latter country being nearly seven times 
ter than that paid by the Japanese tax-payer, but from the 
n.lishman’s superior energy, wealth, trade, and knowledge, his 
payment is more easily borne than the pittance the Japanese 
collector can exact. ; : 

The total expenditure, inclusive of payment of 10 per cent. of 
debt, is set down at the sum of 3,246,660 kokus, and the total 
income at 1,981,350; leaving a deficiency, according to Japanese 
financiers, of 1,265,310 kokus, equivalent in money value to about 
two and a-half millions sterling, or an excess of expenditure of 
50 per cent. beyond the annual income. These figures. supposing 
them approximately correct, establish the fact that the Govern- 
ment is spending immensely more than it receives, and that, so far 
from its financial position being likely to improve every succeed- 
ing year, if the foregoing state of things be suffered to continue, 
will find it sinking deeper into the abyss of debt. Certain 
the prospects before loan-mongers are not inviting. Mr. Lay's 
friends will have to act with the greatest circumspection before 
irretrievably committing themselves to his engagements. There 
is no difficulty in inducing the Japanese to borrow, but there is 
likely, if the foregoing figures be true. to be a little trouble ex- 

rienced when the day of payment comes round. However, that 
1s a risk that they must prepare themselves to run, and indemnify 
themselves by such a rate of interest, and by other contingent 
advantages as will cover the transaction. 

The figures supplied by the authorities in the document we 
have commented on throw more light on the aggregate in- 
comings and outgoings of the Mikado’s Government than any yet 

ublished, and are well deserving of the attention of all havin 
interests in Japan. That it was poor was known by the financi 
expedients it from time to time has had recourse to, but it was 
not expected that when the country should be at peace its in- 
come would fall so miserably short of its annual expenditure as 
the figures given prove. 

About forty emigrants to Hawaii returned recently with the 
Embassy that went there. They landed well clad, healthy, and 
with watches, money, &c. They are now reported to be in the 
Government almshouse, with no sign of material prosperity, and 
have issued a statement to the effect that they were hardly 
treated, imprisoned, cheated of wages, and so miserable as to have 
resolved to die when the Embassy came to bring them home. This 
is contradicted flatly by the Hawaiian Official Gazette's announce- 
ment that the commissioners expressed themselves perfectly satis- 
fied with the treatment of the whole body of men, and by the 
fact that 110 out of 150 prefer to stay in Hawaii. Were the 
Embassy afraid to make them come ? Nobody believes this lot's 
affirmation in toto, but for all that the coolie traffic is too much 
like the infernal slave system that has cost both England and 
America so dear a price in blood and gold ever to be tolerated 
by any thoug! tful man. 

We learn that there is a probability of one of the stock sights 
of visitors to Yokohama—the gigantic bronze statue of Daiboots 
at Kamakura—being likely to disappear from its pedestal, where, 
for about six hundred years, it has sat in serene and solemn ma- 
jesty. The Government being intent on the work of putting down 
Buddhism is resolved to make away with Daiboots, which, on the 
score of the antiquity of the image, and the skill—artistic and 
mechanical—displayed in its casting, is to be regretted. The 
image is for sale, and will probably be bought by some one for the 
metal it contains, as it will be impossible to remove it without 
breaking it up. It is a pity that such an interesting object of 
antiquity will so shortly be no more. 

Under the military government of the Shiogoons, the spirit of 
persecution had been permitted to slumber somewhat, but the 
recent investiture of the Mikado with the full powers of the 
Empire, has revived in its full force and activity the ancient ani- 
mosity against Christianity. Severe and secret measures, as our 
readers have learnt, have been taken recently against all suspected 
of Christianism in Japan. 

The Shinto priesthood being now completely in the ascendant, 
not content with coercing the Christians, have instigated a raid 
against Buddhism itself. The reign of intolerance is supreme. 
The proclamation which we publish elsewhere shows that the 
hand of authority has been stretched out in the interest of 
Shintoism to smite the Buddhist idols “hip and thigh.” They 
are to be driven out of every Mia wherein the Shinto wor- 
ship is practised, together with bells, tomtoms, and all 
other Buddhist implements whatsoever. The priests who have 
resented this attack are admonished “to consider the dan- 
gerous course they are now pursuing. and to try and make 
peace while they may.” “If any one” says the proclamation, 
“ refuses to obey, let him be prosecuted asa criminal.” The experi- 
ment, so far as it has gone, has proved sutticiently alarming to 
the Buddhist priesthood, who, finding their order menaced, and 








their religion decried, have not failed,to commence to, agitate } were 
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against the Government that seeks their overthrow. So numerous 
are the adherents of Buddhism that should these harsh measures 
be pushed to their extremity, no one can say whether another 
revolution in the country may not be the ultimate result. 

The Japan Gazette gives the following items :—The Mikado has 
again cast the illumination of his heavenly presence on foreigners 
no less than three times within the past week. On Friday last 
his Excellency the Count de la Tour, his Italian Majesty’s Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, was admitted to an 
audience to take leave of his Imperial Majesty, on his approaching 
return to Europe. On the same day HE. oir Harry Parkes pre- 
sented Admiral Hornby, the captains of the six ships of the 
Flying Squadron, and Mr. Lowder, Her Majesty’s Consul for 
Kanagawa-Yokohama. And on Wednesday, the 20th instant, 
H. E. Van der Hoeven, the new Dutch Minister, was received 
at the Castle and presented his credentials, 

The present steamer takes away from us more than the usual 
number of old and esteemed friends. Dr. Dunwoodie, R.N., who 
was obliged to invalid at the very time his successor is expected 
to relieve him of his charge at the Royal Naval Hospital, and 
Mrs. Dunwoodie; Dr. and Mrs. Jenkins, who are obliged to go on 
account of the state of the health of the former. which has suf— 
ferred from sheer hard work in his profession. Dr. Jenkins has 
long held the leading medical practice in Yokohama, and no one 
could be more generally regretted than he should he leave us per- 
manentiy. We hope, however, to see him return in perfect health. 
In addition to these and some other residents, the steamer will 
bear from the shores of Japan H.E. the Italian Minister Count de 
la Tour and the Countess. 

A correspondent writes that, under the energetic management 
of Mr. W. i. Smith, the public gardens on the Bluff were making 
rapid progress, and in a few weeks would be opened. The Taka- 
sima coal has been tried on board H.M.S. Adventure, and proved 
actually better for steaming purposes than ordinary English (north 
country) coal. The American Pacific line must be paying splen- 
didly, and there is ample room for one or more competing lines, 
which will probably soon be established either by English or Ame- 
rican companies. 








THE LOSS OF THE “ELIZA CORRY.” 


The Japan Weekly Mail gives the following narrative of the ex- 
periences of Captain Graham, of the Eliza Corry, the sole survivor 
of those on board. On reaching the shore, after seeing all the rest 
washed away and drowned (including his wife), there was no house 
to be seen in any direction, but a quarter of a mile off the captain 
perceived a straw shed, and thither he directed his steps ; it was 
now about seven p.m. He remained there all night, walking up and 
down to keep himself warm. He took one of the mats and made 
a covering for himself, and some sandals. Three or four hours 
afterwards a kangaroo hound of his rushed into the hut. Next 
day, about seven a.m., he saw & man at some distance off, and went 
towards him. The man was scared, and ran away, but after a while 
turned back ; on a sign that he wanted something to eat he was 
motioned to stop. The captain followed slowly, and they arrived 
at a village called Tago, a quarter of a mile off, where they gave 
him some hot water to drink, he not being able to eat anything. 
Then follow a series of acts of kindness and forethought on the 
part of the natives which it is truly affecting to hear, and which 
are too numerous to enumerate ; but I will endeavour to give some 
faint idea of what these noble-hearted people did. 

Tago being an insignificant place, they sent to Noshiro, the 
capital, three miles off, and in the middle of the night some offi- 
cials arrived, who wished to remove Captain Graham, but he was 
too unwell, and for three days was in a state of raving fever, and 
unconscious part of the time. Every possible care was taken of 
him. A doctor was sent for from some distance. Finding out 
afterwards that he was an Englishman, an officer was attached to 
him who spoke a little English. Clothes were made for him in 
European fashion, and when he felt better they sent miles away for 
a chicken, and made chicken broth ; a Japanese sleeping dress was 
procured from a town twenty miles off—one of those thickly padded 
sleeping gowns. When he was able to move he was taken over to No- 
shiro, and here they appeared not to beable to do enough for him. 
He was an Englishman, they said, and they would do ee and 
everything for him, because the English had not joined the rebels in 
the late war. It should be mentioned that the interpreter had 
been with foreigners before in Hakodadi, and this will account for 
what follows. A camp stool was made anda portable table, a fork 
and soup and teaspoon of copper (English shape,) plates were got, 
and after a while they managed to get a wide-awake, apologising 
because it wassecond-hand. The captain kept a journal,and finding 
it difficult to write with a Japanese caine: hair brush, a foreign 
black lead pencil was found and presented to him. The captain of 
a junk from Hakodadi brought him three California apples, three 
sheets of foreign paper Aud a pocket knife. At Noshiro Captain 
Graham was made as comfortable as possible. He was lodged in 
the best house, cven a room was set apart for his dog and an attend- 
ant to wait upon him, and when the captain’s meals were served 
the attendant was ordered to feed the dog as directed. Whilst 
here he was taken very sick, spitting blood, brought on by a bad 
cough. Every possible remedy was procured and devised. The 
official sent four miles to purchase chickens and tresh eggs. Every 
day he had chicken broth and grilled ch chen, and when potatoes 
they were served up asadelicacy. After many 
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me 
endeavours they at length discovered a comb and a looking glass, 
and one day the officials arrived in great glee, as they had found 
a European comforter. Captain Graham’s legs at one time were 
very much swollen, but when the swelling went down they became 
go thin from his bodily ill-health that the J ‘apanese made him 
some boots of oiled paper (imitation leather) lined with silk wad- 
When the captain was sufficiently well, he went with the 
cials on to the beach to see what had been washed on shore. 
Ye ought to have been mentioned before that the morning after 
Captain Graham was saved he found three bodies, later one body 
was found, and a few days after two more were discovered twenty- 
seven miles to the north of the scene of the wreck, thirty coolies 
having been stationed all along the coast to save whatever was 
washed on shore. These six bodies of the sailors were identified 
by the captain, and put into coffins; afterwards they were all 
buried in the same grave, about a mile from Noshiro. 

When the captain felt strong enough to travel he expressed a 
wish to be sent on to Hakodadi, but the Japanese were rather re- 
luctant to comply with his request until he had been to the wreck. 
At last, on a smooth calm day, he went off with the officials in two 
boats. The Eliza Corry was then buried in the sand five feet 
under water. The Japanese were satisfied, and preparations were 
made for his journey. After spending twelve days at Noshiro, a 
amall conveyance of wood was erected, 7 ft. by 3 and 3 ft. high, 
with a firepan inside ; a sort of travelling chest was made, divided 
off into compartments to hold all that was necessary for his jour- 
ney, and which had been provided at Noshiro. Even provision 
was made for his dog, two men being told off to carry him, and see 
that he had the rations allotted to him. It would be impossible to 
commit to paper all the attention and forethought he experienced 
on the road. The interpreter and another officer were attached to 
him to see him safe in the hands of the English Consul at Hako- 
dadi, messengers were sent on ahead, and whenever he arrived at 
a halting station, everything was ready for him, even the inhabi- 
tants coming out with their offerings of sugar and sweetmeats. At 
last, after eight days from Noshiro, he arrived at Awomori, his 
attendants having received orders that if he felt unable from the 
fatigue of the journey to cross the straits, they must send to the 
English Coisal at Hakodadi for English medicine, and take good 
care of him whilst detained there; they were kept waiting two 
days, and then it took them four days in a junk in getting to the 

rt. On his arrival here he was taken to the Rusui of Akita, 
who brought him to the Consulate. After two days his faithful 
attendants brought him in his travelling house to the Consul, who 
offered to the Rusui to defray all Captain Graham’s expenses, but 
he would not hear of it. 

It need scarcely be added that every attention was paid to the 
officer and interpreter, who had been directed to accompany Cap- 
tain Graham as far as Hakodadi. It was so good and so thought- 
ful of the Akita authorities to send the same men all the way, 
the two said officials were invited by Mr. Eusden to his house 
with Captain Graham. Messrs. Thompson and Bewick, on learning 
his misfortune, at once offered him a home, as did the masters of 
three British ships. 

Mr. Eusden presented the two officials with a watch each, and 
the three said masters have, through Mr. Eusden, forwarded to 
the Noshiro authorities a telescope, as an acknowledgment of their 
appreciation of the kindness andattention shown toa shipwrecked 
fellow-mariner. Captain Graham has lost everything, including 
about $3,000 he had on board. The foreign residents have most 
generously come forward and subscribed a sum of $630 to be 
| patenage to him, and Captain Roskell, of the British steamer 

‘hales, offered him a passage to Yokohama. 

A letter of thanks was addressed to the Governor of Hakodadi, 
requesting him to convey to the authorities in Akita and Tsungaru 
the high appreciation of H. M. Consul of the kindess and attention 
shown to Captain Graham. 





HIOGO. 

Advices from this port (by the Pacific mail) are to April 17.

SHANGHAI. 

Dates by this mail are to the 15th April, or two days later. 
The Shanghai News Letter has the following :—Another event 
seems to indicate the policy and intention of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, viz., the failure of the American Board’s Missionaries to 
gain possession of premises duly rented and paid for in the city 
of Lchow, about seventy English miles south-west of Peking. 
After everything was properly adjusted between the parties con- 
cerned, the Chir-chow, or soul official, interfered. His representa- 
tions to the Foreign-office secured a document to the effect that, 
on account of the proximity of the place to the tombs of the 
reigning dynasty, foreigners could not be allowed to reside there. 
The old story of “ Feng-shui.” 

In a recent memorial, the Governor of Kweichow refers to the 
conduct of the war in that province with evident satisfaction, and 
is so well pleased with the force and effectiveness of sores arms, 
which, ’he says, sends terrible consternation into the ranks of his 
enemies, that he ventures to suggest their manufacture at the 
Shanghai (Kiang-nan) Arsenal on a more extended scale, the 
expense to be met by a special taxation. 

he glorious winter weather that China residents have been 
enjoying for some time past was brought to a sudden end 
towards the approach of April, and an indicated fall in the 
barometer and a rise in the thermometer gave token of an 
early spring. The heat was excessive from the start, being at 
least 81 degs. in the shade. This state of things did not last 
long, however, cooler weather and heavy showers of rain fol- 
lowed, and latterly storms of wind and rain, with some thunder 
and lightning have been experienced, leaving the atmosphere 
in a cooler condition. The scarcity of rain has been sorely felt 
in Shanghai, and even now the supply is far below that of pre- 
vious years. As it is, however, the budding trees, flowering gar- 
dens, and bright spring tints of the surrounding country have 
given unmistakable evidence of warmer weather. 

The entire indifference of the Chinese Government in regard to 
the apprehension of the parties implicated in the death of Mr. 
Williamson is significant. One of the party was reported captured, 
and in prison at Ching-hai Hsien. His confession was of such a 
nature as to render the capture of his associates easy. Native 
Christians well say that ten days need not have elapsed before the 
apprehension of all tho party. 

A correspondent writes :—“I should like to know what there is 
to prevent our steamers navigating the rivers of China ; the Chinese 
cannot prevent it, the only impediment is the stupid action of our 
authorities. Contrast the difference between the actiof of the 
Chinese towards the French in their late visit up the Yangtee, 
when they had only to express their wishes and they were in- 
stantly granted, because backed by material force and the action 
of Prince Kung towards our Minister on the salt question, because 
he was not tacked by material force.” 

The United States Consular Returns for the quarter ending 
March, 1870, for the port of Shanghai, show the total value of 
invoices to be Tls. 1,556,667.78 ; number of vessels entered 124; 
classes of vessels entered, 92 steamers, 2 ships, 5 barques, 2 brigs, 
13 lorchas ; 10 in port at commencement of quarter.

BARON RICHTHOFEN’S PRELIMINARY REPORT. 

Western Governments have very generally instituted geological 
surveys in the interest of their citizens, but the patriarc 
vernment of China is apprehensive that improvements in the condi- 
tion of its subjects would increase popular influence and therefore 
render its power less secure. Such an undertaking, therefore, as 
@ geological survey of the Empire will never commend itself to the 
gdtninigtration now in power at Peking. But if that boon is 
withheld from Chinamen by their Government, they are not doomed 
to perpetual ignorance respecting the hidden wealth of the 
soil which they so industriously cultivate. Some future gene- 
ration of Chinamen, the generation that will have its 
scientists and enlightened thinkers, will gratefully appreciate 
that public spirit of foreign merchants at Shanghai which 
inaugurated the first geological survey of this country. Baron 
Richthofen, an eminent geologist, having exhausted his private 
resources in making ological observations in China, was pro- 
vided with funds by Shanghai merchants to prosecute his re- 
searches, which are principally for the benefit of china, and general 
science. His exploration has been partially completed, and some 
cf ther esults have been published in the Shanghai Evening Courier. 
Richthofen’s geological observations have not yet been given, save 
in a general way. The extent and availability of the coal 
measures in China seems to be greater than was supposed ; 
bituminous and anthracite are produced; though of an inferior 
quality, and at an expense which will barely enable it to compete 
on the Yangtse with imported coals. Scientific mining will no 
doubt improve the quality of the mineral, and improved modes of 
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transportation will cheapen the price. The advantage that rail 


roads would bring to China may be inferred from the fact that 


between the important marts of Siangtan and Canton, a distance 
of 549 miles, only thirty of which is land carriage, the charge for 
transportation amounts to nearly $11 perton. The railway and 
the telegraph would give new life to China, by furnishing more 
profitable employment to her people, together with an increase in 


all the comforts and necessaries of life, yet the Peking Govern- 


ment prefers to spend money on missions that shall protract their 
eriod of inertia, rather than on objects that are adopted to me- 
jorate the condition of the people. 





HONG KONG. 


A correspondent asks, with reference to the recent transfer of 


the 8. 8. N. Co.’s new steamer Shantung, from the English to the 
American flag, whether this does not clash with the supposed law 
that only American built ships can legally claim American rights 
and protection. If that rule hold good in America, he argues, it 
must also apply in the case of ships and U.S. Consulates abroad. 


There is little doubt that the opening of the Suez Canal will 
make a revolution in the tea trade. If all or a large portion of 
the tea goes home by that route the occupation of clipper ships 
will be gone. The Serica has just arrived from London in 109 
days, having made the passage round Australia, instead of the 
usual astern passage, and she has beaten all the ships that left 
about the same tims. This confirms the remarks I made on that 
subject some months ago. 
in the 9th April H.E. the Governor laid the foundation-stone 
of the new Chinese Hospital, near Possession Point, in presence 
of a large number of the better class of Chinese and others. 
His Excellency was attended on the platform erected for the oc- 
casion by the Attorney-General, the Colonial Secretary, the Regis- 
trar-General, the Surveyor-General, and other Government offi- 
cials, besides a few foreign civilians. An address was read by 
Mr. Smith, from the Committee or Corporation (a translation of 
which is appended), complimenting and thanking the Governor 
for the aid which had been given in the matter, His Excel- 
lency replied by giving are turn compliment to the Chinese com- 
munity, in that they had removed the slur cast upon them by the 
revolting disclosures of the old E Tsze building. His Excellency 
likewise expressed a hope that the better educated Chinese would 
continue their efforts to rid their fellow-countrymen’s minds of 
the prejudices and superstitions which led to such irregularities 
as shoes revealed by the old E-Tsze temple. It was also creditable 
to the Chinese community that they had recently done so much 
for their fellow-countrymen in the colony, by subscribing for this 
hospital, by supportiig the police of the city, and by aiding the fire 
brigade (when the foreign community rather threw cold water upon 
it). This development, he was alittle proud to say, had made its ap- 
rance very strikingly during his administration, and he hoped 
it would continue. He would not now say farewell, as he pur- 
posed returning from Japan for a couple of weeks to make 
arrangements as to the estimates. He, however, wished their 
undertaking God-speed, and promised to urge its increased sup- 
port in England (say to $50,000), with a view to secure its 
pameneney: The hospital would be the scene of much misery, 
ut that was the occasion of evoking the purest and brightest 
feelings of mankind ; and as an individual, as well as Governor, 
asa part of humanity, he rejoiced at the formal establishment of 
the new hospital. The governor and party left the dais amid 
strains from a Chinese band and a din of crackers. The founda- 
tion stone and the silver trowel bore appropriate inscriptions. 

The Daily Press has the following piece of news from Foochow, 
on which, however, the China Mail throws some doubt :—“It

ended in serious consequences. Almost the only possible explana- 
tion of the matter seems to be, that the commander of the Midge 
could not have known what he was about at the time.” 

It is stated, says the Daily Press, upon good authority, that the 
Government have offered to the China Fire Insurance Company the 
smaller of the steam fire-engines recently arrived out from home, 
and have expressed their willingness, should this offer be accepted, 
to send an order home for a first-class floating engine, which would 
supply a desideratum that has long been wanted. It is under- 
stood that the China Fire Office are not disposed to accept the 
proposal, a view of the matter, perhaps, to be somewhat regretted, 
as it may reasonably be supposed that the various insurance offices 
will be willing to co-operate in the measures necessary to prevent 
the occurrence of fires. 

Some sensation has been created in Hong Kong by a peculiarly 
sins Sas hway robbery, the mate of an American vessel having 
been knocked down and robbed in broad daylight, Godown rob- 
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beries have also reappeared, and generally much fear is expressed 
with respect to the present state of the police and the increas- 
ing crime in the colony. The Government Gazette.of the 16th 
instant publishes Mr. Creagh’s report on the police for the year 
1869, which gives an apparently satisfactory statement with re- 
spect to comparative crime during 1869 and 1868 ; but there appears 
to be some ground to conclude that an error has been made insome -- 
of the comparisons, which detracts from their value. With ra- 
spect to the establishment of a Detective Force, Mr. Creagh ex- 
presses his opinion that “if such a force existed, it would be of 
very little use, unless outposts could be maintained under 
European supervision at different points in the San-on District, 
and in Canton and Macao, which under existing circumstances 
would of course be impossible.” There is, however, considerable 
room for difference with this view of the subject.

We extract the following from Messrs. Hale and Co.’s Circular, 
dated 25th April :— 


Since we issued our last circular, on the 2nd inst., the Donnat 
which arrived here only yesterday, brought us dates from 
London to the 17th March, and from Singapore to the 20th 
inst. Soon after date of our last advices the lower cost of grain 
at the Bangkok market began to attract the attention of ope- 
rators in rice, and a considerable amount of tonnage was sent 
there in preference to our port, to be loaded, principally for 
Japan. The want of shipping with us could not fail to curtail 
the demand to a great extent and with but a few purchasers in 
the market our rates commenced to react. We note sales during 
the period under review of only 50,000 piculs round grain, at 
from $2.05 to 1.86 per picul and the latter quotation, equal to 
7s. 74d. per cwt. free on board, we give as our closing one. 
rice continues neglected ; only 10,000 piculs were sold at $1.68, 
and we quote $1.65 (equal to 6s. 9d. per cwt. f.0.b.) to-day. It 
will however soon come into better favour, as round rice is begin- 
ning to get scarce already. Japan advices just to hand con- 
tinue to be very favourable to the article. Total exports since 
January 1, 1870, 1,725,207 piculs. 

Tonnage, which is very scantily supplied, is much wanted for 
Japan and China, and for the former destination as much as 
76 cents per hae have been paid. Home charters are not in 
the market. Exchange: Pretty much as last quoted. London, 
6 mone with documents 4s. 7d. nominal. Paris, 6 months, ditto, 
from f.5.85.

BANGKOK. 

The Weekly Advertiser contains the following items :—H.S.M’s 
steam brig Enemy Chaser, and the Siamese steamer Kalahome, 
have each sailed for Singapore this week. The latter steamer we 
learn will run regularly between this port and Singapore, while 
the Siamese steamer Chow Phya will be in dock undergoing repairs 
at Singapore. 

During the month our port has had at its outer anchorage a 
number of magnificent English tea clipper ships—the Caliph, 
Leander, Oberon, and Sir Lancelot. They have not yet all left. 
It would be worth while for Siamese ship owners and builders to 
visit these vessels and see the wonderful improvements in their 
style and build. They are well worth imitating. Captain Ritson, 
commander of the Caliph, we learn is rapidly recovering from the 
smallpox. We notice the departure in the Windward of Mrs. 
8. J. Brnith, an invaluable contributor to our columns. She is on 
her way to the United States of America via Hong Kong and Ca- 
lifornia, and will return here again via Europe. 

The festivities of the Siamese Kroot, the civil year, preceding 
the astronomical year, passed off without any startling events. 
The astronomical year, according to Siamese calculation, took 
place on the llth April. The Siamese give themselves up to 
gambling; almost every crn gambles from three to five days 
both during the Kroot and the Songkrant. The Kroot always 
comes on the first of the fifth Siamese moon. The day before, 
the day of, and the day after the first of the fifth moon are the 
proper Kroot days. ‘The people geverally prolong their gambling 
privilege one or two more days. The same is true of the astro- 
nomical day of the new year. On these occasions the monopolists of 
the different gambling farms cannot arrest any for gambling at 
other places than the farmers’ establishments. tn 

The N.G. steam corvette J/edusa has been in our port a mo_u 
and a-half. Her officers, some of the marines, and crew have 
witnessed the cremation ceremonies, have honoured and been 
honoured by their Majesties the First and Second Kings of Siam, 
and all will carry away pleasing mementoes of the personal kind- 
ness of the two Kings.

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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


SINGAPORE. 


The trade at Tanjong Pagar seems increasing at a rate hardly 
anticipated. A large proportion of the vessels visiting Singapore 
- now discharge at the wharves adjoining the Victoria Dock. 
During the year 1869 no less than 336 ships were alongside, with 
a register tonnage of 189,859 tons, The amount of cargo passed 
over the wharf was 57,054 tons, and of coals 54,501 tons ; total, 
111,555 tons. In October next the first issue of the company’s 
debentures falls due, and a fresh issue]will be made, bearing inte- 
rest at seven per cent. The amount ($200,000) is already nearly 
subscribed for. The investment, we believe, has been a favourite 
one for trustees, as the debentures constitute an actual mortgage 
ona most valuable and increasing property. 


The Criminal Session, which opened on the 3rd ult., closed 
in on the 14th. Most of the cases were of an unimportant 
character: There was one of murder, in which the prisoner, a lascar, 
was found guilty and sentenced to death ; the day for the execu. 
tion has not yet been named. There has since been a case which 
will possess more than usual interest, the prisoner being a Kuro- 
ean. It appears that a Captain Warnkis, master of the North 
rman barque Marie and Helene, had a dispute with the second 
officer, his brother, and in a moment of passion picked up, as he 
says, a stick of wood, others say a hammer, and threw at him. 
The second officer avoided the blow, and the instrument struck a 
Chinese boy, some five or six years old, the son of a passenger, on 
the head, fracturing the skull. The child died in hospital from 
the effects of the blow. The coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
manslaughter, but the magistrate, on going into the case, com- 
mitted the captain to answer the capital charge of murder. 

At Sarawak the usual routine has beon somewhat enlivened by 
the return of the Rajah, Sir Charles Brooke, with the “ Ranee,’ 
Lady Brooke. The occasion was made one of great rejoicing, the 
Rajah and Ranee being received in right princely style, conducted 
under triumphal arches and through canopied streets, amid the 
booming of guns, the deafening roar of crackers, and the cheers 
of the natives. The scene was a very enlivening one, and likely 
to impress the pee and his lady very favourably with the loyalty 
and devotion of their subjects. 








Commercial Report. 


The present mail brings only two days‘ later news from China, Java, and Singapore ;

IMPORTS. 

Hroco axp Osaka.—The market for foreign manufactures continued 
in a depressed state, and prices generally had had a weakening tendency, 
Notwithstanding a somewhat higher rate of exchange. Grey Shirtings 
were in very moderate demand at the rates quoted. Cotton Yarn has 
been imported somewhat largely from Yokobama, on both native and 
foreign account, and quotations were nominal. Turkey Red Cloth was 
still saleable at a slight reduction, being in better supply. Black Velvets, 
comparatively neglected, and declining. Victoria Lawns were scarce and 
in active demand. Black Camlets had been sold to a limited extent, and 
the market was tolerably firm. Scarlet and Orange were still asked for. 
Plain and Figured Orleans in moderate demand. Mousselines de Laine, 
lower. Black Cloth, best quality only saleable. Blankets had been in- 
quired for again, but no business of importance was reported. Nail Rod 
Tron had attracted somewhat more attention.

The directors of Hooper’s Telegraph Works (Limited) have is- 
sued their report.

Telegraph (China and Japan Extension) Company, has been com- , 
pleted, and paid for according to agreement, and 1s now being deli- ‘ 
vered to the company, by which it will be laid between Hong K: 
and Shanghai during the autumn. The manufacture of the re- 
maining 1,198 miles, being the second section for submersion be- 
tween Possiet Bay and Shanghai, will be completed before the end 
of the year. Out of the profits already earned, after writing off 
the whole of the preliminary expenses, the directors recommend 
payment of an ad interim dividend, free of income-tax, of 5s. per 
share, being at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum on the ay. 
capital paid up to the 30th June. It is proposed that the call of 
£3 per share, which by the articles of association is payable on 
the Ist August, shall be deferred. The report also states that 
additional premises at West Ham, with extensive plant and ma- 
chinery for insulating purposes, have been secured on advantageous 
terms.

CHINA AND JAPAN LOCAL MAILS. 

The Postmaster-general of Hong Kong, in his last report, found 
occasion to lament a falling off in the receipts of the English 
post-office from local postages, owing in a great measure to the 
competition of the American (Pacific) steamers. An official 
document recently issued by the United States postal authorities 
inaugurates a considerable reduction in the rates of postage to 
be charged on correspondence, dsc., caused by American vessels 
between ports in China and Japan, and unless Mr. Mitchell is 
content to see a further decrease in this particular branch of his 
revenue, it behoves him promptly to effect a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the rates charged by his department, which are at present 
far in excess of the American scale. We hope soon to hear that 
he has arranged with the United States authorities to put English 
mails on American steamers, giving Americans in return the pri- 
vilege of using English mail steamers. The document alluded to 
runs as follows :— 

Tke U.S. Postmaster-General, deeming it advisable, as a means of pro- 
moting commercial intercourse with Japan and China, to establish cheap 
rates of ocean postage on the correspondence transported between the 
Japan perts of Yokohama, Hiogo, and Nagasaki, and between said ports 
and the port of Shanghai (China), by the United States mail steamers, 
of branch line, between Yokohama and Shanghai, has ordered that on and 
after the 1st of April, 1870, the sea postage on letters and other mail 
matter originating in Japan or China, and conveyed by said United Statee 
mail steamers between ports of Japan and Shanghai, or between the ports 
of Japan, should be as follows, viz. :— 


1. Between ports of Japan and Shanghai. For letters, six cents per 
each single rato of half an ounce or under. For newspapers and prices 
current, two cents each; and for other printed matter, two cents per each 
four ounces or fraction of four ounces. 

2. Between the Japan ports of Yokohama, Hiogo, and Nagasaki. For 
letters, three cents per each single rate of half an ounce or under. For 
wewspapers and prices current, two cents each, and for other printed 
Matter, two cents per each four ounces or fraction of four ounces. 


These rates of sea postage must be prepaid by United States postage 
stamps.

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GERMANY. 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsure, May 81. 

The Reichstag or Federal Parliament was closed on the 26th inst. 
by the King of Prussia in person, in the presence of the Court, the 

ef officers of State, several representatives of foreign Government, 
and about a hundred and fifty members of the German Parliament. 
The King, who was looking remarkably well, and appeared to be in 
excellent epirits, wore the uniform of the 2nd Foot Guards; and the 
Crown Prince, who has returned from the Baths of Carlsbad, which 
are said to have completely restored his health, wore also the uniform 
of an officer of the Guards. Count Bismark, who stood at the side of 
the King, wore his favourite white uniform of the Cuirassier Regi- 
ment, of which he is colonel, and looked very stately, and also in good 
health. The Speech from the Throne recapitulates the business of 
the Session, and thanks the membera for the patriotism they have 
evinced by sacrificing in many cases their personal feelings and con- 
xenon for the good of the country and the more complete unity of 

rmany. This refers more particularly to capital punishment, which 
is not to be abolished after all. On the third reading of the Criminal 
@ode Bill, after a powerful speech from Count Bismark, in which he 
pointed out that the Governments could not consent to the abolition 
of death punishments, us it would separate the Germans into two 
classes, whereas they ought to do all in their power to accomplish the 
unity of their Fatherland, which was, and always had been, the lead- 
ing thought of his ambition and policy, the House divided, on the 
22nd inetant, when the former decision was reversed, and the punish- 
ment of death reinstated by 127 to 119 votes. The three members 
for Hamburg voted in the minority, whilst Herr Meier, the member 
for Bremen, who at the second reading of the Bill had voted for the 
abolition, was persuaded by Bismark’s arguments and el»quence, and 
voted in the majority, which included algo Prince Albrecht of Prussia, 
the Duke of Ratibor, Count Eulenburg, the Duke of Ujest, and most 
of the Conservatives. An amendment or compromise was moved by 
Herr Plank, to let capital punishment in those States where it is no 
longer in force remain so, and wherever death ia mentioned in the 
statute to substitute for those countries imprisonment for life with 
hard labour, and to give other States the faculty of doing so by special 
enactments of their own several Legislative Bodies. Another amend- 
ment, moved by Kardoff and the free Conservative party, for declaring 
murder and attempted murder of the President of the Confederation or 
the Sovereign of any one of the Federal States to be high treason, and 
punishable with death, was passed by 128 to 107, but it is now super- 
seded by the original clause, which had provided for it in text of the 
Bill, and it is therefore now reinstated by the division on the third read- 
ing. Before closing, Herr Simson,the President, gave a résumé of the 
business they had got through during the Session. It includes thirty- 
five legislative enactments, of which twenty-two were Bills that have 
now become law, and seven ratifications of treaties, including that with 
England for the reduction of the rates of postage; 306 petitions had 
been received. Inthe debate on the’Bill for the abolition of the Elbe 
tolls and free navigation of that river, which takes its rise in the 
Giants’ Mountains in Bohemia, and traverses the whole breadth of 
Germany, some difficulty was experienced by the tenacity of Mecklen- 
burg, which demanded $1,250,000 compensation; bnt the House 
agreed to pay that Government a million dollars, in half-yearly instal- 
ments extending over twenty years. The claim of Lauenburg (which 
is not yet fally incorporated with Russia, but still retains its own 
separate finances) for a compensation of $36,000 was simply negatived 
without a division. Some alterations had to be made in the Budget, 
Government requiring a vote of $157.000 for the purchase of a house 
at Berlin, and fitting it up in a suitable manner for the Naval Mi- 
nistry ; but the vote was disallowed, though, on the other hand, they 
granted the 600,000 dollars asked for to build a hospital and barracks 
at the new Naval Arsenal at Wilhelmshaven. 

Despatches have been received from Hong Kong announcing the 
vindication of the honour of the German flag. ie appears that a 
North German brig, the Gazelle, of Apenrade, Captain Green, was at- 
tacked and plundered by Chinese pirates on the 26th of March last, 
whilst on the voyage from Chefoo to Newchwang, and about sixty 
miles from Hong Kong. The crew were dreadfully ill-treated and 
mutilated by the pirates, but eventually allowed to escape with 
nothing but their lives. The North German corvette Hertha imme- 
diately got up steam and went in purauit of the pirates, whom they 
were fortunate enough to capture, and returned with the junk in tow. 
Instead of entering the port of Hong Kong, where the commander 
would have been obliged to deliver up the prisoners to the British au- 
thorities, the captain of the Hertha sent a boat ashore for the Ger- 
man Consul, who, on his arrival on board, tried the prisoners for 
piracy, and, the facta being proved, they were sentenced to death and 

ung at the yard-arm. The Hertha then proceeded to Shanghai en 
route for Yokohama. 

H.B.M.’s Minister Resident in this city, Mr. John Ward, bas de- 
livered to the Senate, in the name and by directions of the British 
Government, a telescope to be given to Captain Wesenberg, of the 
Hamburg barque Bonito, in acknowledgment of his humane conduct 
in saving the lives of the chief mate and five of the crew of the Eng- 
lish ship Jnarine, wrecked in October last in the China Sea. 

Count Bismark, in his capacity of Chancellor of the North German 
Confederation, has invited the Senatca of Hamburg and Bremen to 
Sa some means of preventing North German vessels in the Far 

t from being overcrowded by Chinese emigrants and workmen. 
The reason for taking this step is based on the report of the North 
German Consul at Singapore, stating that within a few weeks twosuch 
vessels—one of them with nine hundred Chinese on board —have been 
fotally lost. It will be very difficult to prevent the evil by authority, 
as neither the shipping rt nor that of the vessel's d tion are

On the other hand, 
Pepper is in good request, and the transactions have been extensive, 
full values being easily obtained, and the market appears to be look- 
ing up. Very large quantities of Spelter have come to hand, and 
prices are lower; the only sale recorded was that of 3,000 centners at 


.12 mka. 64 sch. beo., since which the market has become firmer, and 


12 mks. 10 sch. beo, is demanded, but at that figure no business has 
been done. The prices of Tea are rather in favour of buyers, Sou- 
chong of fine quality being alone able to maintain its position. The 
following were sold by private contract :—101 packages Kaisow Con- 
gou, 356/4 and 905/8 chests Moning Congou, and 258/8 chests Sou- 
chong. The cargo of the Esmeralda, from Canton and Hong Kong, 
consists of 3,000 chests Cassia Lignea, 405 chests of Ginger, and 1,580 
chests of Tea.

Tne following has been issued for publication by the Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty :—“ [nformation has been received at the 
Admiralty that Her Majesty’s ship Rinaldo returned to Hong Kong 
on the 15th of April last with the master and crew of the barque Re- 
nown, lost on the Pellew Islands. The shipwrecked men had been fifty- 
three days on the islands, and were taken on board the Rinaldo on the 
2nd of April. The natives had treated them with the greatest possible 
kindness and hospitality during the whole of the time, and the Com- 
mander of the Rinaldo had received the King of Corror and his chiefs 
on board, and expressed to him the satisfaction with which Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government would reccive thisintelligence, making him at the 
same time a present of various articles of clothing, tobacco, &c., from 
the ship’s stores,” 


ADULTERATED Tga.—The Food Journal remarks that the trade in 
the lowest class of adulterated tea still continues ; and this month Dr. 
Muter reports that there have been no less than eighty chests exposed 
for eale, of which he produced samples. This so-called tea consisted of 
a variety of rubbish, and is being sold for 23d. per lb. It yielded an 
ash amounting to 22°86 per cent., consisting chiefly of iron filings, and 
under the microscope presented the structures of many foreign vegetable 
matters. But the worat sample which came under hia notice was a 
green tea from India, highly faced, and yielding an ash containing a 
quantity of copper. 


Tne opening of the Pacific Railroad has rendered desirable some 
American Custom-honse regulation by which goods can be transported 
across the Continent in bond. For this purpose Senator Cassedy, of 
California, bas introduced » Bill into the Senate providing that mer- 
chandise arriving from forcign countries at Americin porta, which is 
shown by the manifest of the importing vessel to be destined for a 
collection district more interior than the port of original importation, 
or fora place in Europe, Australia, or Asia, via the Unit: States, 
may be immediately conveyed to the destination in bond by any rail- 
road, steamship, or transportation company, properly bonded. This, 
when it becomes law, will greatly facilitate trans-continental trade.

TROUBLES IN JAPAN. ; 

It would not by any means be safe to accept the fact that 
Japan has come into the European money market in the 
capacity of a borrower, as a guarantee that our future rela- 
tions with her must necessarily be peaceful and satisfactory. 
No doubt the success with which their firat loan has been nego- 
tiated will act as a powerful inducement to the Government 
of Japan to avoid for the future any hostile act or breach of 
faith calculated to frighten, if not to kill, the goose that so 
readily lays them golden eggs ; for they are likely to want a 
good deal more English money before all their contemplated 
reforms and improvements are completed. The MiKkapo and 
his Ministers it must be owned have acted sensibly, and 
even handsomely, in their reception of the Duke of Epin- 
BURGH, and in all other matters have exhibited a desire to 
cement friendly relations with Great Britain. As far as the 
rulers de jure of the country are concerned, we have appa- 
rently no cause for dissatisfaction, but unhappily they do 
not seem as yet to be rulers de facto; otherwise we should 
not still be kept in anxious apprehension of further troubles 
by frequent reports of outrages on foreigners. The rumour 
which reached us lately by telegraph of the assassination of 
the United States Consul at Yedo turns out after all not to 
have been entirely devoid of foundation: Major SHEPaRD pro- 
videntially was not killed, but had a narrow escape of being 
murdered in his bed. Very shortly before this the French 
Legation was threatened with an attack; and our Naga- 
saki correspondence by last mail recounts two hostile demon- 
strations against foreigners, one of them an attempt by a 
Yakonin to cut down two English naval officers, and the 
other a similar unprovoked attack on two gentlemen resid- 
ing at Desima. The prevailing impression among foreigners 
in Japan—and we cannot for a moment doubt its correctness 
—is that the anti-foreign party, though less powerful than 
formerly is by no means extinct, and hopes still to achieve 
its cherished object, the expulsion or extermination of 
foreigners, by involving them in new troubles with the Go- 
vernment. This party not only hates the presence of 
foreigners, bat hates the present rulers of the country for 
permitting their presence, and could they but provoke a col- 
lision, the result, no matter in whose favour, would be grati- 
fying tothem. Fortunately, with our more extended know- 
ledge of Japan, these outrages will no longer be supposed to 
be instigated by the Government, and will not be allowed to 
disturb the cordiality that now exists. 

Another source of anxiety in the present state of Japan is 
the persecution of the native Christians, which we regret to 
observe still continues. Shocking stories have reached this 
country of the cruelties perpetrated by the officials on these 
harmless and defenceless people, but we have reason to believe 
that some of these have been greatly exaggerated. A whole- 
sale deportation, such as has avowedly taken place, could not 
of course be carried into effect without the infliction of much 
hardship on the subjects of it ; but then it must be owned 
that this deportation is only in accordance with a long estab- 
lished law prohibiting Christianity. If we are to admit China 
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and Japan into the family of nations, and place them in all 
respects on the same footing as other countries—and this is 
what the policy of the present Government actually does,—we 
must acknowledge and respect their laws. It cannot for a 
moment be denied that the intrigues of the Jesuits in olden 
times gave the ruling powers grave cause to suspect and dislike 
Romanism and cognate religions, and the true way of ame- 
liorating the condition of Christians in Japan at the present 
time would be, not to interfere with the operation of the law 
when its oppressiveness happens to be more conspicuously 
exhibited than usual, but to endeavour, by argument and 
persuasion, to procure the abrogation of the law itself. We 
believe that if the representatives of the Treaty Powers were 
to make common cause in endeavouring to convince the Go. 
vernment that the Christianity of the present day is alto. 
gether a different thing from what they believe and dread, 
some measure of success would attend them. But the posi- 
tion isa difficult one. Strong as may be our sympathies 
with our oppressed co-religionists, we cannot deny the right 
of a foreign Government to rule its own subjects after its own 
laws, and any steps on the part of the Treaty Powers that 
might encourage the native Christians to rebellion would be 
dangerous in the extreme. 








A SLIGHT DISCREPANCY. 

Wuen the Prophet Jos uttered his celebrated wish that 
his enemy would write a book, he did not evidently contem- 
plate the worse fate of furnishing material for a “ Blue-book.” 
In the one case a friendly “ reader” may point out anachron- 
isms or discrepancies before the page is irrevocably struck 
off ; in the other, composed mainly of letters or despaiches 
written at different times and under differing conditions, no- 
thing is done to hide the want of unity or sequence, and 
our diplomatic employés figure at times in curious positions. 
Sir Rurperrorp Axoocx, K.C.B.; is one of those unfortu- 
nates who stand convicted out of their own mouths. We 
subjoin below two quotations from the Blae-book (China, 
No. 9, 1870), which we very recently reviewed ; no comment 
is necessary :— 


Extract from despatch written by 
Sir R. Alcock, under date July 
81, 1869: — 

As it is, the men in office equally 
with the gentry, or those that have 
retired, and the literati, who are the 
aspirants—thus comprising, as it 
were, three generations of educated 
Chinese—see in missionaries agents 
of a revolationary propaganda, and 
view them far more in the light of 
political instruments of encroachment 
than as teachers of religion. For the 
latter they would care little, and would 
leave them wnopposed—p. 5. 


Extract from enclosure ia a despatch 
written by Sir R. R. Alcock, 
under date Oct. 1, 1869 :— 

I reply that of the existence of s 
hostile feeling towards them as sis 
sionaries, teachers of a nevw religion, 
and of doctrines subversive of all 
established order and institutions, 
the evidences are so abundant and 
indisputable that I am surprised 
their production should be chal- 
lenged. The expulsion of Mr. Tay- 
lor and his party was on purely mis- 
sionary . They were plotted 
against, placarded, reviled, and as- 





sailed in that character, not as fo- 

reigners, &c.—p. 16. 
Will Sir Ruraerrorp, or Earl CLaRENDon, who fiuds Sir Ru- 
THERFORD'S arguments “ clear and convincing,” kindly inform 
a wondering public which of these two opinions is correct? 
One or the other must be wrong. What were the F.O. 
clerks about that they permitted two such contradictory state- 
ments to appear in the same Blue-book ! 








THE CHINESE MISSION. 

We understand that the Chinese Mission will return next 
month to Peking, having only the Italian and Spanish capi- 
tals to visit. What it ntay or may not do at those Courts 
cannot be of much importance, and the Mission may be re- 
garded as being virtually at an end. But it seems to us that an 
important question arises as to the position of Mr. MoLEavy 
Brown, who at present officiates as the head of the so- 
called “ Embasey,” and who is still nominally in the 
employ of Her Maszsty’s Government. After holding 
for five years a confidential position at Peking as As- 
sistant Chinese Secretary in the British Legation, and as 
private secretary to the Minister, being of course fully versed 
in the correspondence and intentions of the English Govern- 
ment, he is allowed to enter the service of the Chinese (draw- 
ing a handsome salary from them besides retaining his hail 
tion in the service of the Foreign-office), and employs him- 
self in furthering a movement which has certainly been 
inimical and damaging to British interests in China. After 
the revelations that have been made, his return’ to his 
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former post, or any position of confidence in the British Lega- 
tion, would, for obvious reasons, be unreasonable. Neither 
would it be fair to those below him in the service, who would 
have grave reason to complain, were one who has temporarily 
abandoned it for Chinese employ to be reinstated into his 
former position over their heads. Mr. Brown should be 
content to remain in the service of his present masters, who 
onght to have no hesitation in giving him a suitable post. 





THE negotiations with respect to a common action on the 
part of the British and North-German veasels of war in the 
Chinese seas against the pirates have, according to a Berlia 
journal, advanced so far that the Earl of Cuarenpon has 
forwarded a despatch to the English Minister at Peking, 
advising him to instruct the officers in command of British 
men-of-war in those waters to act in harmony with the naval 
forces of other Powers for the suppression of piracy, and first 
of all to enter into a connection with the naval officers in 
command of German vessels of war in those parts. The 
prompt action of the captain of the frigate Hertha, in hang-" 
ing at the yardarm some pirates who had plundered and 
murdered the crew of the Gazelle, will, we fear, be too deci- 
sive to suit our present Foreigu-office authorities. The 
captain of an English ship-of-war would run the risk of being 
hung himself if he ventured on such summary proceedings. 


WE understand that Mr. W. H. Lay, now Acting-Consul 
at Chefoo, will relieve Mr. Monaan, the Consul at Tientsin, 
who has obtained leave of absence, and may be expected in 
England by the next Pacific mail. Mr. Mayers, the Vice- 
Consul at Canton, will probably assume the post of Acting- 
Consul at Chefoo. 


THE memorial window to be placed in Hong Kong Cathe- 
dral by the trustees of the late Doucias Lapratx will be com- 
pleted by Messrs. Lavers, Barraup, and West, of Endell- 
street, London, and shipped out in the present month. 


THE SUEZ CANAL AND WESTERN CHINA. 

In a forcibly written letter addressed to all who are interested 
in the manufacturing industries of Great Britain, and consequently 
in the development of foreign markets, Captain Spryx calls 
special attention to the facilities afforded by the completion of 
the Suez Canal for the adoption of his long cherished scheme of a 
trade route from Burmah through Rangoon to Western China. We 
need not recapitulate Captain Spryz’s arguments to show how 
large a population of probable consumers of English manufactures 
the western provinces of China contain, how rich those provinces 
are in various important natural productions, and consequently how 
important it is that they should be made more accessible to western 
commerce. All these are acknowledged truths—the only question is 
as to the best mode of opening up the desired communication. 
Captain Sprre points out, oncemore, that the survey undertaken by 
the Indian Government, and stopped half-way, showed, as far as it 
was allowed to go, that his route was perfectly practicable ; that 
it starts from a British port, and for nearly half its length tra. 
verses British territory : and that the route attempted by Captain 
Suapen has proved an entire failure, his party having had to re- 
turn to Bhamé after exploring only 147 miles beyond that place, 
in a period of seven months. Comparing the only existing route 
to the West of China—the Yang-tsze-kiang—with that via Ran. 
goon, Captain Spayu shows that from Shanghai to Loo-choo-foo, up 
the Yang-tsze, the distance is 1,750 miles, while from Rangoon 
it is but 530. From England, by way of the Suez Canal, the seg 
voyage and the river transport together are 12,238 miles, while 
to Rangoon, and thence by rail to the frontier the distance would 
be 8,360, a difference of 3,878 miles in favour of the latter, 
Taking these facts in conjunction with the conspicuous failure of 
the Indian Government to find any route preferable to that pro- 
jected by him, Captain Spare is surely not unreasonable in de- 
manding that the unnecessarily suspended survey of the latter 
should be properly completed. 





ITALY AND JAPAN SILKWORM EGGS, 

The Italian Minister of Commerce, in announcing to the Chamber 
of Commerce of Brescia the terms of the convention respecting 
foreigners visiting Japan, states that the legation made efforts 
last year to facilitate the purchase of good silkworm seed in Japan, 
and obtained authority from the Government of that country to 
make a scientific excursion into the interior of the silk producing 
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districts ; but it was found impossible to obtain any other ad 
vantages. The Italian Consul at Yokohama also sends some par- 
ticulars respecting cards of seed. The eggs, if obtained fren 
cocoons, of which not more than 10 per cent. are attacked by the 
disease called ugz, cost per cardabout 2s. 4d. ; but whenthe proportion 
of diseased cocoons rises to 80 per cent.the eggs for each card cost 
about 21s., the average being about 7s. 8d. at Yokohama ; to this 
must be added Government stamp, transport from the interior, 
commission, Sok dues, &c. The demand has caused the average 
price to rise, loss on exchange included, to 18s. Gd. at Yokohama. 
The trade in cards of eggs at the other ports open to strangers is 
very limited, and the met considered inferior. At Hakodadi cards 
of bivolting eggs abound, the price varying from ls. to 5s. At 
Niegeta which is little frequented, good seed is to be had at 13s. 
to 12s. Finally, at Hiogo and Nagasaki prices vary from lls. 6d. 
for cards of eggs of white quality to 7s. 6d. or 8s. for the annual 
green variety ; in all these cases, however, the transport to the 
port of shipment must be added. 














THE SINGAPORE PETITION. 

The Straits Association addressed the following letter to 
Earl Grey :— 

My Lorv,—I am desired by this Association, to whom the petition 
from Singapore praying for the restoration of judicial independence 
in that colony was transmitted, to express to your Lordship on behalf 
of the petitioners as well as of the Association, their sincere thanks for 
the interest you have been good enough to take in their affuirs, and 
for the able manner in which you defended the dignity and rights of 
the colonial bench, in the House of Lords. 

The Association gratefully recognise in your Lordship’s opinion, 
supported as it proves to be by Her Majesty’s Government and the 
highest judicial avtborities, the acknowledgment of the complete indé- 
pendence of colonial judges in the exercise of their judicial office, and 
in the honest expression of their viewa on public policy in the Legis- 
lative Council; and they conceive from the statement of the Secretary 
of State. and from the extracts given by him from the memorandam 
prepared on the subject. that the Government are prepared to approve 
of the suspension of a judge only in case of his inability to discharge 
the duties of his office, or in the event of his commission of some 
grave offence.—I have the honour to be, my Lord, your Lordships 
most obedient servant, (Signed) P. F. Troman, Hon. Sec.

NETHERLANDS-INDIA STEAM COMPANY. 

At a meeting of the shareholders in the above company, held on the 
27th ult., the report of the directors recommended a dividend of 24 
percent., making 5 per cent, for the year, carrying forward £220 as 
the balance of the profit and loss account, after writing off one-tenth 
of the original amounts of both the steam service contracts and preli- 
minary expenses; also the sum of £962 14s. 6d. from the account for 
interest paid shareholders prior to the commencement of the service, 
which closes that account; and the sum of £7,259 10s. for loss on 
steamers sold. From the same source the directors have likewise 
appropriated the sum of £24,869 for depreciation of the fleet ; but this 
being considered far from adequate for the purpose, they have increased 
the amount by a transfer of £21,062 17s. 10d. from the insurance fund 
account, which has enabled them to write off about 17 per cent. of the 
original cost of the steamers. The directors are of opinion that a con- 
alderable sum is still required to be written off before the vessels can 
be regarded as standing at their fair values. The steamers sold as 
above mentioned were the Padang, the Palembang, the Menado, and 
the Betsy. The three first named were part of the fleet of Messrs. 
Besier and Jonkheim, purchased by this company in 1863, and the 
hulls of the first two being found too far gone to make it expedient to 
repair them, they were sold to be broken up. The M o and the 
Betsy were not required for the company’s service, and were disposed 
of upon the best terms obtainable. 

The payments during the past year to the Government of Nether- 
lands-India in respect of the loan of £1.1,000,000, or £83,833 6a. 8d., 
have reduced the balance due to the Government of Netherlands-India 
by the company to £62,500. 

There have been no casualties of any moment among the veas:ls of 
the fleet during the year. The steamer Baron Bentinck has been 
lately re-coppered, making the fourth of the composite vessels which 
has been submitted to that operation. With the exception of the 
Singapore (one of the steamers purchased of Messrs. Besier and Jonk. 
heim), the engines of which are stated to need some repairs, and the 
Minister Fransen van de Putte, which will soon require re-coppering, 
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all the vessels of the fleet are reported to be now in good working 
order, and it is not expected that an extraordinary outlay upon them 
will be necessary for some time to come. 

The directors to retire on this occasion are William Mackinnon, 
Eeq., and H. Oliver Robinson, Esq. Both of them are eligible for re- 
election, The directora, however, consider that it is only necessary to 
fill up one of the vacancies. 2 

The director proposed to be left out is Mr. H. 0. Robinson, by 
whom the concession was obtained and the company set going. 
It is to be presumed that the board, which consists of Messrs. 
Mc. Kinnon, Guiness, Salmond, W. P. Andrew, and Sir Fred. Arthur, 
have ideas which are not in accord with Mr. Robinson’s, and hence 
they arbitrarily use a power to expel him. To enter into the merits 
of the case would be out of the province of a newspaper. Mr. Ro- 
binson has addressed a temperate circular to the shareholders, from 
which we extract the following :— 


As the owner of the concession from the Netherlands East India Go- 
vernment, and the vendor of that contract to the present company, it was 
agreed on my part to accept payment of the purchase money in the shares 
of the company. It was in the full reliance that I should be allowed to 
take part in the management of the company’s affairs that I consented to 
the terms of that arrangement, and I now claim, therefore, to be permit- 
ted to participate in the direction, as then contemplated by all parties to 
the agreement, into which I entered upon that understanding, At the 
present time (including the shares which I subscribed for) I hold the 
largést stake in the result of the company’s operations; and it cannot, I 
think, be denied that if the election of any director is to be omitted upon 
the present occasion, it will be unfair and unreasonable that the proposal 
in question should be applicable to ene who holds the largest interest, and 
who, as the vendor of the contract, has been induced to place himself in that 
position upon the full faith and reliance that he would be allowed to co- 
Operate as a member of the board of directors in carrying out the con- 
tract, which he secured at a cost of years of anxious labour and great 
pecuniary and personal risk.

Our political horizon has been crowded with ‘‘ black spots;” in- 
deed, a large section of the public believe that the whole Cabinet is on 
the eve of resigning. The Second Chamber seem decidedly hostile to 
to the Ministry. The Minister for Foreign Affairs has laid before the 
members a treaty with some German States embodying such measures 
as shall tend to protect Dutch salmon-breeding, which, according to 
the conviction of some naturalists, takes place only in the Rhine. 
The Germansg, who are fond of this fish, wish that the full-grown 
salmon should not be caught in our rivers, but that opportunity should 
be given them to reach the Rhine, in order to breed there. The 
Ministers Roest and Van Bosse defended the treaty, but nevertheless 
it was outvoted by thirty-four against thirty-one votes. The Minister 
for Home Affairs has also received the warning of a malcontent Par- 
liament. He asked for a credit of f.10,000, because his Budget Esti- 
mate has proved insufficient ; but the Chamber only granted half this 
sum, in order, as was stated, to induce the Minister to adopt econo- 
mical principles. These two votes have not tended to strengthen the 
prestige of the Ministry, and of course the Conservative party is upon 
the qui vive to take whatever advantage the situation may present. 
Alk their hopes were fixed upon the Sugar Bill. The Liberal papers 
have been so decidedly hostile towards it, that they expressed the opi- 
nion that it would either be outvoted or enormously amended. If this 
measure had miscarried, of course the Minister for the Colonial De- 
partment would have had no option but to resign, and the position of 
the other Ministers would have been so much the more weakened. 
This political consideration alone saved the Sugar Bill, which, to the 
very great astonishment of everyone, was carried by a majority of seven 
votes (42 against 35). The Conservative party was go certain of success 

hat not a single member on their side said a word against the Bill, 
with the one exception of Mr. Heemskerk. The opposition came 
solely from the Liberal side. Messra. Mirandolle, Fransen van 
de Putte, De Roo, and Van Houten severely attacked the measure, and 
a large number of amendments and sub-amendments were proposed 
and discussed, but were all outvoted, the Government Bill being 
carried in its original form. This vote will, of course, make a very 
bad impression in Java, which will be quite justified, because it was 
not the interest of Java which governed the vote, but the object of sav- 
ing the Liberal Cabinet. The voting list exhibits the strange evidence 
that the leaders of the Liberal party voted with the Tories. Forced 
poeta rh ice of the sugar industry will now be maintained till the 
i India Sugar Bill, aa carried by the Second Chamber, is as fol- 
, No new sugar plantations will be laid out by Government order. 
‘ “ Wherever the cultivation of sugar exists, the Government, ag soon 
as the year 1890, will no longer dispose of any grounds which were 
eleared by the natives with aviewto private use. After the year 1878 
there will be a gradual and yearly restriction of the extent of land 
allotted to the several plantations. Existing claims, of course, are to 
be respected. The Governor-General will have to observe :— 

That no plantation must be suffered to continue wherever it bur- 
dens the natives to a higher extent than the financial interest ‘of the 
State has a right justly to demand. 2 

That only one-fifth of the village grounds can be disposed of in be 
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half of the said plantation, unless some village itself be desirous to de- 
part from this regulation. 

“That a just indemnification is due to the natives for any grounds 
or labour they may have yielded. : 

‘That there be an end, as soon as possible, to the intervention of 
the Government concerning the village in agreement with the planter 
of the aforesaid land, sub. 2. 

“ That the means to work the sugar-cane ought to be proportionate 
to the amount of the cultivation. 

‘«That no brook or river which is necessaryjto the agricultural 
purposes of the population be abducted in order to move the mills or 
other engines. 

“‘ That the planters will have to procure their own labourers for all 
in and out-door purposes, without the intervention of the Government, 
unless that intervention prove utterly indispensable. 

‘+ That an equitable tax is to be levied from the amount of the free 
as well as from that of the obligatory cultivation.” 

Another important question has been decided by the Second Chamber 
in a more satiefactory}manner. After several days’ debate they carried, 
by forty-eight against thirty votes, the Bill to abolish capital panish- 
ment. The principal opponents of this measure belonged to the 
ecclesiastical party—that of Mr. Groen—and they derived their argu- 
ments from the Bible, especially from the passage which says, “ for all 
they that take the sword shall perish with the sword.” It is remark- 
able that only one member of the Conservative party opposed the 
measure, This was Mr. de Brauw, who proposed an amendment that 
capital punishment should be maintained for the murder of, or for an 
attempt to murder, the King or any member of the Royal Family, for 
high treagon to the State, and for premeditated murders and parricide. 
The Chamber however negatived this proposal by a majority of eighteen 
votes. When the First Chamber—which took recess after having carried 
some Bills which had previously passed the Second Chamber—will have 
voted this measure, as undoubtedly it will do, notwithstanding the 
fine fleur of the fanatics, capital pee will be definitively abo- - 
lished here, the substituted punishment being imprisonment for from 
five to twenty years—except for the army, in which capital punish- 
ment is to be retained. The Minister of War has, at last, Isid before 
the members his Bill about fortresses, which, however, does not at All 
agree with the wishes of the Liberal party. Enormous sums are asked 
for the defence of our country, and it seems, moreover, that the plans 
of the Minister leave much room for criticism. It ig not at all impro- 
bable that the money will be granted, the fortresses built, and that. 
before many years will have elapsed it will be necessary to replace 
these fortresses by others. Millions are thus to be thrown away—and 
they will have to be provided by the Javanese. It may well be 
wished that we could seek our defence in morality and equity, instead 
of building fortresses and arming our soldiers with breechloaders, . 

A law suit now pending before the Amsterdam Court creates the 
greatest sensation, and forms an eminent contribution to our histoire 
scandaleuse. The question is this. A certain Dr. Elders, brother-in- . 
law to the Minister for the Colonial Department, living at Harlem, 
signed document by which he certified that a certain Mr. van 
Wierama, living in the neighbourhood of that town, was mad, and 
that it waa therefore necessary to transfer him to the Asylum Meer en 
Berg. There was, however, aramour circulating in Harlem that Dr 
Elders—who is himself married—was on very intimate relations with 
Mrs. Wiersma, and so the suspicion of the judge who had to sanction 
the certificate was awakened to the fact that the document might have 
been given in order that Mr. Elders might feel more at ease in his re- 
lations with Mra. Wiersma. The result was that the authorities laid 
hold of Dr. Elders, who was accused of having granted a false cer- 
tificate. The Amsterdam Court has decided that he should be con- 
demned to eight years’ imprisonment and two penalties of f.50. 

On the 23rd of May the annual meeting of the shareholders of the 
Rotterdam Bank took place. Mr. F. 1. Plate, the President, asked, 
after having opened the meeting, if any one desired to make any re- 
mark upon the printed report, of which you have already published 
the principal items. One of the shareholders thereupon asked for 
some information about transactions in Java, especially respecting the 
mode in which the bank was secured for the claims on the insolvent 
firm, Van Eck and Co. The president-director, Mr. Muller, gave as 
much information us he could without prejudicing the interests of 
the bank, and the meeting was quite satisfied with the communica 
tions made. Mr. St. Martin stated that he had asked for them be- 
cause the bank has now the full confidence of the Bourse, which was 
not the case under the former managers. Messrs. M. M. de Monchy 
and H. W. de Critter were elected commiasaries. The closing quotation 
of the shares is 86 per cent, 

Mr. C. 8. van Heekeren, formerly a partner of the Samarang firm, 
Van Maanen and Co., and now residing at Maestricht, has published a 
pamphlet which creates much sensation. Your readers will remember 
that this Seay was appointed head agent for Java (of the Inter- 
national Company for Trade and Industry, Rotterdam), and that 
he was compelled to ask for bis dismission, or rather that he was 
evicted by underhand means. This little book contains the whole his- 
tory of what has passed between Mr. H. and the managers of the com- 
pany. The quarrel ended in a verdict of arbitrators being given if 
favour of the company, and Mr. H., not being content with it, pub- 
lished the pamphlet to clear himeclf in the eyes of the public. 
Whether the author will be rehabilitated by it I don’t know, but 80 
mush is certain, that the company and a great many persons of high 
standing are injured by the publication.

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Rumours of telegrams announcing the opening of the tea mar- 
kets at Hankow and Foochow have been current, but not believed, 
although The Times published it without comment. It is to be 
hoped that the prices paid will be in accord with our market here, 
and that the export will not exceed ten to twelve millions per 
month, or the result will assuredly be disastrous for operators. 

The resolution adopted at the meeting held by the importers of 
tea, at the offices of Messrs. Ashton and Oo., to consider the pre- 
sent system of tca weights, which included the representatives of 
the leading firms, with Mr. Gilman as chairman, to alter the 
present system of allowing 1 Ib. draft on each chest, and to adopt 
the Customs’ standard of weighing and taring, has met with a 
most determined opposition on the part of the dealers and retail 
trade. Letters and advertisements have appeared, calling en them 
to resist the measure. One retail dealer says that the merchants 
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have no more right to introduce this new custom than a land- 
holder has to stop up a thoroughfare. The writer of a letter in 
the Grocer (Messrs. Holborn) says :— 

About this time last year a certain faction of the wholesale tea-dealers, 
availing themselves of the pressure then made by merchants to effect sales, 
sought to break down one of the time-honoured regulations of the trade 
by repudiating their share of the remuneration hitherto paid to the brokers 
byfboth buyer and seller. A corresponding clique is now formed among 
the importers for their benefit, and the first victims are to be the retail 
dealers, whose profits have already severely suffered by the increased com- 
petition of Civil Service combinations and co-operative societies. It has 
been decided to abolish the 1 1b, draft allowed on all packages of 29 Ibs. 
and upwards, and also to substitate the Customs tares and weights, which 
are proverbially illiberal. This will diminish the profits on good and fine tea 
by at least 5 per cent. 

The Produce Markets Review, the organ of Messrs. Travers, 
goes a little further in arrogance and effrontery, coupled with 
excessive bad taste. It says :— 

This apparently trifling alteration appears to us to open up the whole 
question of the conditions of sale, of prompts, in short, of the whole 
organisation of the Tea trade. It is therefore to be regretted, if the 
merchants are to obtain a permanently satisfactory settlement, that they 
should not abandon their old practice of isolated and secret action, At 
the meeting in question the trade was not represented at all, nor, so far as 
we are aware, have the leading dealers been consulted on the subject. We 
had hoped that the old system of sellers attempting to dictate to buyers 
had been ended by the complete triumph of the buyers in the brokerage 
question. But the misfortunes of the last four years have apparently 
Not yet taught the China merchants that the Tea trade is the only one 
in which sellers fancy they have a right to tell buyers what the latter 
should or should not do. 

A tabular statement, just issued by the Suez Canal Company, 
shows the monthly receipts arising from the traffic through the 
Canal up to the end of April. The following figures show the 
totals, which, it will be seen, exhibit a steady and rapid increase 
up to March, but a heavy falling off in April. November, f.75,118 ; 
December, £241,795 ; January, f.250,968 ; February, £340,726 ; 
March, f.647,588 ; April, £.377,207.

Advices by the last mail from Shanghai confirm the telegraphic 
accounts of the failure of Mr. William Hargreaves ; and the pros- 
pects of the banks and other creditors were considered extremely 
bad. It appears that over-trading, amounting to recklessness, 
has been the cause of the failure. Joint-account operations had 
been carried on with Mr. H. H. Severs, who lately failed, and other 
persons without sufficient means. Allusions have been made to the 
abstraction of goods pledged to the banks, but the action to be 
taken on this was not decided on. The failure has caused consi- 
derable uneasiness in the China trade. A telegram has been received 
announcing that the estate was to be administered in bankruptcy. 

The Falmouth, Gibraltar, and Malta cable is expected to be in 
working order next week, when the reduced tariff of the British- 
Indian Submarine Telegraph Company will come into operation. 

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£347,000 ; to Bombay, £50,000; and to Madras, £3,000. The 
minimum price was fixed as before, at 1s. 104d. on all the presi- 
dencies, and tenders on Caloutta and Madras at 1s. 103d. will re- 
ceive about 18 per cent., and on all the presidencies above that 
price in full. These results show a slight increase in the demand 
for means of remittance to the East. 

We understand that the case of the Chartered Bank of India 
and Mr. Finke, of Bremen, in reference to the liability of the 
latter for bills drawn by the firm of Morgan, Melbourne, and 
Co., Batavia, is not likely to be brought to trial for several months, 
owing to the slow course of procedure in such suits in Germany 

The half-yearly meeting of the P. and 0. Company will be held 
on Tuesday next, the 7th inst., to receive the directors’ report and 
to declare a dividend. The report says :—It is gratifying to the 
directors that, notwithstanding the competition to which the com- 
pany is now subjected in many quarters, the financial result of its 
business for the six months ending 31st March last has been suffi- 
ciently favourable to justify them in recommending the declara- 
tion of a dividend of 3 per cent., free of income-tax, for the half- 
year. .

TEA. 

During the interval there has been no sign of improvement in 
the market, business continuing on an unusually limited scale for the 
time of year. There is no material alteration to quote in prices, with 
the exception of low qualities of tea, which have sold at public auction 
at a further considerable reduction. The public sales of the 31st ult. 
comprised 8,156 packages, of which 6,734 packages were sold without 
reserve. 

Red-Leaf Congous: Siftings have sold at public sale at rather lower 
prices. Broken-leaf kinds from 9d. to 103d. per lb., and fair to good 
common from 11d. to 113d. per lb. show a slight decline, but there 
have been some few purchases for speculation. Fair Kaisow kinds 
have been sold with some difficulty from 1s. 0jd. to 1s. 2d. per Ib. ; 

ood to fine have been little inquired for; finest remain unchanged. 
foe sales of Pak Lin kinds have been made from 1s. 6d. to 1s. 8d. 
rlb., in boxes. Amoy kinds continue difficult of sale. Black-leaf 
inds: Some Maloo mixture has sold at public auction from 1d. to 
1d. per lb. Good ordinary kinds from 10d. to 11d. per lb. have been 
neglected. Common to fair black-leaf kinds, from 1s. to 1s. 1d per lb., 
have been in limited request at about previous prices. In good kinds 
transactions have been small at former rates. In fine to finest there has 
not been much doing. New-make Canton kinds: About 8,000 boxes, 
of fair quality, of old import, sold at 1e. 0}d. to 18.0$d. per lb. Oolongs, 
Souchongs, and Flowery Pekoes remain much as before, with but little 
business doing. Scented Teas: Common Canton Capers show no im- 
provement ; good qualities have sold 4d. to 1d. per Ib. higher. In Foo- 
chow kinds there is no change. Canton Orange Pekoes have met with 
but little inquiry. Foochow kinds have only been saleable to a mode- 
rate extent at the decline last quoted. There is nothing of intereat to 
report in uncoloured Japans. Green Teas: There has been no change 
of importance in the market. Common to fair kinds have sold at low 
prices at public auction. The finer parcels of Moyune, at sale, went 
at full prices, other kinds irregularly. Canton kinds show no change. 

The subjoined is an “ official account ” of the total deliveries and re- 
movals of Teain Great Britain during the four months ended April 30:

Messrs. Layton and Co.:—“‘Importers appear willing to accept pri- 

vately the reduced prices established at the public sales, but the .de- 
mand has been very limited throughout the month, and the available 
supply of ordinary to good common Congou is still very excessive ; 
the trade in these descriptions is, for the most part, confined to ordera 
for immediate consumption; Teas with quality, including good to fine 
Pakline, being now taken by shippers in preference to the lower grades 
even at current rates.” airs

Since our last report the market has been exceedingly quiet, the 
disposition among the trade has been to cease buying, except where 
necessity compelled them, until the result of the European crops wa3 
known with some degree of certainty ; this time has hardly yet ar- 
rived, and although the general accounts of the progress of the worms 
are so far satiafactory, yet from the fact of the quantity of seed “ put 
down " having been so very considerably below that of last year, there 
is no probability of the out-turn being equal, the only question being 
how much less than last season’s the present crop will be. Prices of 
Teatlees remain firm, as desirable qualities are extremely scarce. The 
lower classes of Taysaams have given way, owing to further large arrivals 
but the better descriptions of Kahings maintain their last quotations; 
a few runs of Fatmow No. 2, Hainins, have been sold at full rates, but 
other sorts are neglected. Japans and Bengals are extremely quiet, 
nothing doing. Cantons have been selling in small parcels at 20s. to 
20s. 6d. for fair Tsatlee reels, and 22s. 6d. to 23s. for extra Loong Congs. 
The deliveries in May were very satisfactory, viz., 3,405 bales China ; 
655 Canton; 624 Japan ; and 448 Bengal. Total 5,132 bales. 

Messrs. Jacomh, Hogg and Co.’s Circular says: As regards the European 
crop, opinions have alternated perhaps more than usual; at the moment 
of hatching the prospects were considered very unfavourable, but a 
change in the weather led to more sanguine expectations, and the pro- 
greas of the worms being for a time really satisfactory, hopes became 
very general that the resnlt of the crop would not be so bad after all; 
as however the critical stage is reached, these hopes seem but delusive, 
and it is now feared that although the crop of cocoons may be larger 
than was at first expected, the yield will be so indifferent that the 
actual quantity of Silk produced will be much less than last year, while 
the quality will be inferior. 

Messrs. Durant and Co., on the European crop, say:—The uncer- 
tainty continues, for although at one moment the apprehension 
caused by supposed mishap in Spain was looked upon as groundless, 
and mattera were said to be going on more or Jess well in Italy and 
France, the telegrams of the last two or three daya indicate considerable 
doubt as to probable “ yield.” 


COFFEE. 

There has been no change in the market for Ceylon, which is with- 
out improvement. Large supplies of Plantation have been placed on 
offer at the public sales, the greater part consisting of grey and com- 
mon kinds, for which the demand has been limited, and which were 
consequently saleable only at a decline of about 1s. per cwt.; for the 
small quantity of colory included in the offers, there has been a fair 
amount of competition, and this description has realized fully 
previous prices. The lateat rates paid have been—Triage and ordinary 
87s. to 553., small grey and dull 56s. to 59s. 6d., low middling to mid- 
dling ditto 60s. to 64s.

The Sarah Nicholaon, from Shanghai to New York, with tea and 
silk, struck heavily on the reefa off the east end of the Bermuds 
Islands, May 7, but with the assistance of a pilot, got off with little 
damage, after remaining about five minutes, 





It is expected that the diving operations at the sunken wreck of the 
ship Sprindrift, off Dungencss, will have to be abandoned until the 
equinoctial gales set in and wash the sand out of the wreck. She is 
nearly buried. About 350 bales of goods remain to be recovered from 
the ship’s hold, and an indefinite quantity of broken case goods.
